WU1 Try to Sell 
British holdings in China are es­ 
timated at 300 million pounds (840 
million dollars ).• The newspaper 
reports said the* British owners 
will try to sell the holdings to 
Chinese government agencies but 
that no one is optimistic. 
The Communists ordered the 
seizure of all American properties 
on the Chinese mainland at the 
end of 1950. No compensation was 
paid.

The Reds have seized outright 
only one British holding, however, 
the Asiatic Petroleum 
Co., in 
April. 1951. This was in retalia­ 
tion for British seizure in Hong 
Kong of a tanker formerly owned 
by the Chinese Nationalist gov­ 
ernment and claimed by the Reds. 
All Commerce Included 
The properties the British are 
reported now planning to give up 
are located chiefly in Shanghai, 
Tientsin, Hankow. Canton and a 
sprinkling of smaller cities. Be­ 
longing to firms covering almost 
i the entire field of commerce, they 
include factories, shipyards, ware­ 
houses, hotels and office buildings.

CONDITION OF THE LIVER 
The liver is the largest organ in the body, weigh­ 
ing fou r to five pou nds. At any one time, becau se 
o f the varioni jobs it performs, as mu ch as 25 per 
cent o f the total amou nt o f blood in the body is in 
the liver, manu factu ring bile, storing away su gar, 
filtering harmfu l su bstances from the blood, and 
su pplying its coloring matter. Despite its many 
jobs, as long as only a portion of the liver is pres­ 
ent, this portion, large or small, will continu e all 
the organ’s activities. An individu al can live in­ 
definitely with only a fraction of the liver present^ 
Mu ch can be learned abou t the liver and its 
work ing ability by biopsy, which is inserting an 
instru ment and pu nching or drawing ou t a portion 
of the liver. This piece of the liver is ex amined 
thorou ghly u nder the microscope and laboratory 
tests, from which mu ch information is obtained 
abou t the stru ctu re of the liver and abou t its 
work ing ability are made. 
However, becau se of the large size of the liver, 
portions of it may have some defect or disease 
present and other parts may be perfectly healthy. 
It can thu s be seen that when the instru ment 
pu nches ou t a portion of the liver, it might remove 
a portion that is defective or diseased or it may 
remove a portion that is healthy. 
In The Jou rnal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Drs. J. Edward Berk and Harry Shay, 
Temple University, Philadelphia, state that while 
biopsy is a healpfu l proceeding, a fu nction test 
which shows the liver’s actu al work ing ability 
shou ld also be made in investigating the stru ctu re 
and fu nctions or u ses of the liver. These physicians 
record their findings or observations in 40 patients, 
clinically su spected of having some disorder of the 
liver, who u nderwent the liver fu nction test and a 
biopsy at the same time. 
This dou ble test does a complete job, the con­ 
clu sions reached by Drs. Beck and Shay being: 
“Detection and accu rate appraisal of actu al or 
su spected liver disease requ ire painstak ing history 
and carefu l ex amination, composite liver fu nction 
tests and liver biopsy. Each of these methods of 
approach yields information not obtainable by any 
one alone.**

CONDITION OF THE LIVER 
Thc liver is the largest organ in thc body, weigh­ 
ing four to five pounds. At any one time, because 
of the varions jobs it performs, as much as 25 per 
cent of the total amount of blood in the body is in 
the liver, manufacturing bile, storing away sugar, 
filtering harmful substances from the blood, and 
supplying its coloring m atter. Despite its many 
jobs, as long as only a portion of the liver is pres­ 
ent, this portion, large or small, will continue ail 
the organ’s activities. An individual can live in­ 
definitely with only a fraction of the liver present 
Much can be learned about the liver and its 
working ability by biopsy, which is inserting an 
instrum ent and punching or drawing out a portion 
of the liver. This piece of the liver is examined 
thoroughly under the microscope and laboratory 
tests, from which much information is obtained 
about the structure of the liver and about its 
working ability are made. 
However, because of the large size of the liver, 
portions of it may have some defect or disease 
present and other parts may be perfectly healthy. 
It can thus be seen that when the instrum ent 
punches out a portion of the liver, it might remove 
a portion that is defective or diseased or it may 
remove a portion that is healthy. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Drs. J. Edward Berk and H arry Shay. 
Temple University. Philadelphia, state that while 
biopsy is a healpful proceeding, a function test 
w'hich shows the liver’s actual working ability 
should also be made in investigating the structure 
and functions or uses of thc liver. These physicians 
record their findings or observations in 40 patients, 
clinically suspected of having some disorder of the 
liver, who underwent the liver function test and a 
biopsy at the same time. 
This double test does a complete job, the con­ 
clusions reached by Drs. Beck and Shay being: 
‘‘Detection and accurate appraisal of actual or 
suspected liver disease require painstaking history 
and careful examination, composite liver function 
tests and liver biopsy. Each of these methods of 
approach yields information not obtainable by any 
one alone.”

Gardening would be much more 
fun if we did not have to combat 
those tiny suck ing insects called 
aphids. In many gardens they are 
pest number one and once they 
put a good curl in the leaves or 
get down into the heads of flow­ 
ers they are hard to control. 
They are particularly fond of 
roses, deforming both new flower 
v. 
, buds and leaf growth. 
The life 
from history of aphids is so complicated 
the 
experts 
are 
suffice to say — 
aphids are inevitable and must be 
fought continually . 
Timing is important in aphid 
control, not only to k ill the first 
few aphids before they can pro­ 
duce more but also to avoid k illing 
their natural enemies such as 
lady bird beetles and aphid lions. 
There is no set time to spray for 
aphids. Just watch for them and 
spray when you see them. 
Aphid control is not difficult if 
you do not let them get ahead of 
you. The old reliable Black Leaf 
40 spray is alway s effective. How­ 
ever, the recently introduced lin­ 


dane is said to give better results. 
Bear in mind that the insects 
must be hit with the chemical to 
k ill them.

Many dahlia fanciers believe 
that the better dahlias are grown 
from cuttings—an easy method to 
try .

$1.15 a day, by work . 
Work is 
represensible. 
But congressmen and senators,

Courtroom Conversation With Delinquent Parent 
By MURIEL LAWRENCE 
We were waiting for a session of the juvenile court to open, this 
mother and I. 
“I want to get the day of my kid’s hearing changed,” she said. “But 
I don’t want to get the judge sore at mc. He wants me to take the boy 
home for two days before he’s sent up.” 
She wore a green scarf tied under her chin. Framed in it, her face 
was as placid and expressionless as a middle-aged doll’s. When I 
didn’t speak, she went on, lowering her voice just so I could hear. 
“Why should I take him home? I don’t want to be responsible for 
what he might do. He’s the court's job now, not mine, isn’t he? Why 
don’t they just send him up? T hat’s all I want.” She sighed. “Yes, 
th at’s all I want. I want to see him sent up until he’s 18.” 
I felt my face going rigid with distaste and hastily rearranged it. I 
warned to myself, “Look here, you haven’t been appointed to sit in 
judgment here. You’re in this place to look, listen and try to under­ 
stand.” 
So I said to the woman, “How old is your boy?” 
“He’ll be 13 next month,” she said. “I don’t know why they won’t 
let you smoke in here. He’s bad, this kid. Bad blood. I don’t want to 
be held responsible.” 
I spoke carefully. “Nobody’s born bid. Not your boy, not you. not 
me, not anyone.” 
“He curses me,” she said. “I don’t know w hy. He curses mc if I tell 
him to do anything.” 
“Perhaps.” I said, “he’s frightened at being ashamed. Children are 
not supposed to curse us. Perhaps he’s terribly ashamed. When I’m 
ashamed, I always get angry. Have you ever been ashamed?” 
She gave mc a dubious sidelong look. “Me?” she echoed. Then she 
shook her head. “Not me. I’ve never done anything to be ashamed of.” 
“T hat’s hard on you.” I said. “It’s hard for a mother to know when 
her child is ashamed if she herself doesn’t know what the feeling is 
like.” 
I got another sidelong glance. There was a little pause. Then the 
mother of the delinquent child said. “I never had no mother myself.” 
The sun through the tall windows was warm on our backs. Some­ 
where off in a distanct corridor, a woman was crying. Beside me the 
human being who wanted her child “sent up” for five years of his 
young life unbuttoned her shabby coat. 
“No, I never had no home or parents.” she said in her inflectionless 
voice. “My mother died when I was bom and my old man took up 
with some woman. My aunt raised me. Say, was I knocked around? 
Listen, if I told you how’ I was knocked around . . . ” 
I report this conversation for a reader who has asked me if I ap­ 
prove of punishing the parents of delinquent children. 
I do not. I could no more approve of punishing the unconscious 
creature who sat beside me that day in the juvenile court than I could 
approve punshing dogs for chasing cats, cabbages for not being roses. 
or famine victims for developing nutritional disorders. 
What I could most heartily approve would be better public support 
of juvenile court clinics for the treatm ent of emotionally stunted par­ 
ents as well as their offspring.

To Present Truman 
.With Swift Portrait 
Woodstock, May 19—A copy of 
a portrait by Thomas Sully, of 
the first graduate of West Point, 
painted by the late Charles Rosen, 
eminent Woodstock artist, in 1913, 
will be presented to President 
Harry S. Truman, May 20, at 
West Point. 
The presentation of 
the portrait of General J oseph 
Swift, to the president who will 
be one of the principal speakers 
of the day, will be a part of 
the convocation, climaxing West 
Point’s Sesquicentennial celebra­ 
tion this year. 
According to Major General 
F. A. Irving, superintendent of 
West Point, the United States 
Military Academy is presenting to 
the president, in conformity with 
established practice for such an 
event, a gift which is considered 
to possess singular intrinsic and 
sentimental value. 
Since officials at West Point 
had not been informed of Charles 
Rosen’s death in J une, 1950, an 
invitation was extended to the ar­ 
tist to witness the ceremonies. Ar­ 
rangements have been made, how­ 
ever, for Mrs. Rosen and Charles 
Rosen's 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
Percy 
Warner, of Washington, D. C., to 
attend the convocation. 
For years Rosen’s portrait of 
Swift has been in the collection of 
superintendent’s portraits hang­ 
ing in Washington Hall at the 
Point. General Irving stated that 
it is still in excellent condition 
and is a highly regarded work of 
art. “ All concerned consider that 
it is a most appropriate gift for 
the president of the United States. 
It is entirely probable that this 
portrait will eventually repose in 
the Truman Museum which is 
being projected for erection at In­ 
dependence, Mo. 
The brass plate of identification 
on 
the 
portrait attributes 
its 
source to Rosen’s hand, acknowl­ 
edging that it is a copy of the 
Sully, General Irving explained. 
Since it is exactly the same size 
as the Sully portrait and, as far 
as officials at the Point can see, is 
unsigned, there is danger at some 
future date that it might be mis 
taken for the Sully. Therefore, a 
notation of its actual status has 
been made by the art restorers on 
the back of the canvas itself in 
such a way that it is permanent­ 
ly affixed but in no way will en­ 
danger the face of the painting.
